they read, or hear the Scriptures 
read, at other Times. For 
want of which theſe Holy

cern, how often People diſtract 
themſelves, with turning to 
other Books of Devotions, when 
they ſhould attend to the 
public Service of the Church;

no Chriſtian, who hopes to be ſaved, 
muſt wilfully neglect. — Theſe are 
BAPTISM, and the LoRD's SUPPER. 
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2 A fhort Iutrodliction 
It muit be ſuppoſed, that you have 


already been made Partaker of one of 
theſe two Sacraments ; — viz. That of 
BAPTISM, by which you were admitted 
into the Congregation of Chriſt's Flock, 
——wvere reſtored to the Favour of 
God, — and had the Holy Spirit com- 
municated to you, for a t of a 
new and ſpiritual Life; in order to 
awaken you, and to direct and afliſt 
that natural Reaſon, with which God 
has endued all Mankind. 

But foraſmuch as you have done 
many Things contrary to the Promiſe 
made in your Name, when you were 
baptized, — and will ſtand in need of 
greater Degrees of Grace and Aſſiſtance, 
to enable you to reſiſt the Temptations 
of the World, the Fleſh, and the Devil, 
and to do your Duty in that State of 
Life, unto which the Providence of 
God ſhall call you; You are there- 
fore now called upon to be Partaker 
of the other Sacrament, —That of the 
Lokp's SUPPER ; by which, upon your 
iincere Repentance, you may obtain 

the Pardon of all your paſt Sins, and 
- ſuch 
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ſuch other Graces as you ſtand in need 
of, to bring you to eternal Life and 


Happineſs. 


Take care therefore, that you un- 
derſtand what you are called to, as well 
as you are able: and God expects no 
more. 

For if you go to the Lord's Supper 
without conſidering the Reaſon of that 
Ordinance, and the very great Concern 
you have in it, — without ſeeing the 
Neceflity and Bleſſing of a Redeemer, 
you will go with Indifference, and re- 
turn without ſuch Benefit as you might 
otherwiſe hope for. 

To prevent this, you ſhould ſeriouſly 
conſider what Account the Holy Scrip- 
tures have given us of the Condition 
we are in, both with reſpect to this 
Life, and the Life which is to come. 

That 1s, — That we are by Nature 
Sinners; and that, as ſuch, God cannot 
take Pleaſure in us: — And that if we 
die, before we are reftored to His Fa- 
vour, we ſhall be ſeparated from Him, 
and miſerable tor ever.

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This will lead you to inquire, how 
the Nature of Man came to be thus 
diſordered, and prone to Evil ; for you 


mult not imagine, that God, who is 


infinitely good, created Man in ſuch 
a State of Corruption, as you now. fee 
and feel him to be; but that he muſt 


have fallen into this wretched Condi- 


tion, ſince. he came out of the Hands 
of his Creator. 

And ſo the Scripture: informs us.— 
In the Third Chapter of Gene/zs, we 
have this following Account of the 
State of Man, Betore, and After, the 
Fall: 


That Adam and Eve, from whom 
ſprang all Mankind, were created in 


the Image of God ; that is, holy and 


innocent; having a perfect Knowlege 
of their Duty, a Command of their 
Will and Affections, and a Power, 
through the Grace of God, 10 do what 
they ſaw fit to be done. 

In this Condition they were placed 
in Paradiſe, in a State of Trial, with 
a Promiſe of immortal Life and Hap- 
pineſs, if they ſhould continue to fear, 

to- 
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to love, to Honour, and obey their Crea- 
tor; as alſo with an expreſs Warning, 
of the dreadful Conſequence of their 
Diſobedience. 

Notwithſtanding which Warning, 
they, through the Temptation of the 
Devil, tranſgreſſed the Commands of 


God; and, by doing ſo, they did not 


only forfeit all Right to the Promiſe of 
eternal Life and Happineſs, but alſo 
contracted ſuch a Blindneſs in the Un- 
der/tanding, ſuch a Diſorder in their 
Will and Affectious, as all their Poſte- 


rity feel to their Sorrow; and became 


ſubject to Sin, and the Puniſhment of 
Sin, which is Miſery and Death. 
Concerning the Nature and Great- 
neſs of this Sin, we are to judge of it 
by the Greatneſs of the Puniſhment in- 
flicted upon them, and their Poſterity. 
For God, being infinitely Juſt and 
Holy, could not infifd a Puniſoment 
greater than their Sin deſerved. 
| Now this was the Occaſion of that 
univerſal Corruption and Wickedneſs 
which you ſee and hear of in the World, 


and which you cannot but, in ſome 
meaſure, 
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meaſure, feel in your own Nature :— 

: 75 as the Scripture informs us, Gen. 

. Adam begat his Children in his 
= Likeneſs; that is, with ſuch a 

depraved Nature as his was then be- 
come. 

And now conſider into what a ſad 
Condition theſe unhappy Offenders had 
brought themſelves; and remember that 
this is your own Condition, and the 
Condition of all their Poſterity. 

The Law of Nature and Reaſon was 
fall in F orce, and could not pothibly 
be diſpenſed with.—At the ſame time 
they found, by fad Experience, that, as 
St. Paul deſcribes the fallen State of 
Man, there was a Law in their Mem- 
bers warring againſt the Law of their 
Mind; fo that the Good which they 
would, they did not; but the Evil 
that they would not, that they did; 
Rom. vii. 

There could not ſure be a Condition 
more deplorable than this: To live 
only to contract evil Habits ; and, by 
doing ſo, —To increaſe their Guilt, — 
To diſpleaſe their Creator. and, To 


leave 
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leave an Off-ſpring as miſerable as 
themſelves. 


This therefore gave Occaſion to God 


to manifeſt another of his moſt glorious 
Perfections, that is, his infinite Good- 
nefs and Mercy. 

For God foreſeeing this lamentable 
Condition into which they had fallen 
by departing from their Obedience, 
his Goodneſs had provided ſuch a Re- 
medy, as that neither they nor any of 
their Poſterity, ſhould, on account of 
heir Fall, be eternally miſerable, ex- 
cept throu gh their own Fault. 

He therefore, in conſideration of a 
Redeemer, one of the Seed of the Wo- 
man, who ſhould make full Satisfaction 
to the Divine Juſtice for their Tranſ- 
Fgreſſion, and who ſhould __ the 
| Head, or break the Power, of that 
| Serpent (the Devil) which tempted 
them to Sin; — in Conſideration of 
this promiſed Seed, God entered into a 
| New Covenant with them, by way of 
| Remedy for what was and could 

not be undone.

We 
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We have Reaſon to believe that this 
New Covenant was more fully ex- 
plained to Adam, than is ſet down in 
this ſhort Account given us by Moſes, 
and as 1t 1s more fully explained in the 
Goſpel; and which was to this Pur- 
poſe ;——That, on condition of their 
ſincere Repentance and ſmcere Obedi- 
ence afterwards, they ſhould be reſtored 
to the Favour of God ; and after Death, 
to that Life and Happineſs, which in 
their State of Innocence was promiſed to 
them without taſting of Death; which 
Favour they had forfeited by their 
Diſobedience. * 

And when we conſider that our / 
Parents, now become Sinners, ſtood 
in need of an Atonement, without 
which, while under the Diſpleaſure of 
| God, their very Lives muſt be a Bur- 
den; and it being decreed by God, as 
it afterwards appeared, that without 
ſhedding of Blood there was to be u 
Remiſſion of Sin, i. e. without the 
Death of the Sinner, or ſome one in 
his ſtead ; we do therefore conclude; 
that, at this time, God did appoint 

Sacri- 
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Sacrifices, or Sin-offterings, to make an 
Atonement for the Soul, and to fore- 
ſhew the Sacrifice of Jeſus Chriſt 
(which we now commemorate), until 
he ſhould be offered in behalf of them, 
and all their Poſterity. 

And this appears from what follows 
in the next Chapter of Genefis, where 
we find Abel by Faith (that is, believing 
and depending upon this Ordinance 
of God, for the Remiſſion of Sins, 
until the Promiſed Redeemer ſhould 
come; we find him) offering a Sacri- 
fice which was acceptable to God, that 
is, a S7n-offering, which his Brother 
not doing was rejected. 

But here take notice, and remember, 
that theſe Sacrifices could not take 
away vin, but only through Obedience 
to the Ordinance of God, and through 
Faith in the Promiſed Seed. 
They were, indeed, very inſtructive, 
and proper to lead Sinners to Repent- 

ance, and Amendment of Life, when 
they ſaw, that their Sins could not be 
forgiven, but by the Death of an inno- 
cent Creature, bleeding and dying 
| before 
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before their Eyes, to make an Atone- 
ment for their Sin. 

And as all good Men, before the 
Coming of Chriſt, did moſt religiouſly 
keep up the Remembrance of the Pro- 
miſed Seed, and obtained the Pardon 
of their Sins, and Acceptance with 
God, pon offering Sacrifices through 
Faith in a Redeemer which was to 
come; — So all Chriſtians, ſince the 
Coming of that Redeemer, are obliged, 
as they hope for Pardon, and Favour 
from God, to keep up the Remem- 
brance of God's great Mercy, in ſend- 
ing us a Redeemer, and of what that 
Redeemer has done to ſave us; and 
this in the manner which He himſelf 
hath ordained. 

Now, that you may be more ſenſible 
of, and thankful to God for this his in- 
finite Loving-kindneſs, and that you 
may be fully convinced of the Neceſſity 
and Bleſſing of a Redeemer, you 
ought to know and conlider, that our 
dadiour and Redeemer came not, until 
Man had been tried in all Conditions, 
— II A STATE OF INNOCENCE—— 
4 UNDER 


fo the Lord's Supper. 1 
UNDER THE GOVERNMENT OF HIS 
OWN REASON, — and UNDER THE 
[[Aw GIVEN BY Mosts :——All which 
Methods of Providence, thro' the per- 


verſe Will of Man, had been rendered 
ineffectual for the Amendment of the 


World. — Notwithſtanding which, 
ſuch was the Goodneſs of God, that he 


ſent, after all, His own beloved Son, to 


take our Nature upon him, and to aſ- 
ture Mankind of the tender Love 
which he had for his pcor Creatures, 
which were ruining themſelves, with- 
out perceiving the Danger they were 
in. 
This was the Promiſed Seed! — 
Promiſed to Adam, as He that ſhould 
break the Serpent's Head, or Power of 


tne Devil: — Promiſed to Abraham, as 


He in whom all the Nations of the 
Earth ſhould be bleſſed : —Promiſed to 
the People of I[/rael, as that Prophet 
whom they ſhould hear and obey at 
their Peril: — Laſtly, promiſed to 


David, as one tohoſe Kingdom” ſhould 


ave no End.——And indeed it was 
with his Promiſe that God ſupported 
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the Spirits of all who feared him, and 
were in Fear for themſelves, until the 
Fulneſs of the Time for his Appear- 
ance ſhould come. 

And now this Promiſed Redeemer 
being come, he firſt ſhewed by his own 
Example, recorded in the Goſpel, how 
Men muſt live, ſo as to pleaſe God. — 
And the Law of Nature, as well as the 
Law of Moſes, having thro' Sin been 
much obſcured and perverted, he ex- 
plained them, and gave us ſuch other 


Laws and Rules, as were abſolutely 


neceſſary — to mend our Nature, 
t) reſtore us to the Image of God, — 
to keep us from backſliding, and—to fit 
us for Heaven and Happineſs. 


And becauſe in the Decrees of God, 


as was before obſerved, without ſhed- 


ding of Blood, there could be no Re- 
miſſion of Sin; and it being impoſſible 
that the Blood or Life of any other 
Creature, or of any mortal Man, could 
take away the Guilt and Puniſhment 
due to Sin; our gracious God both 
to give to Mankind the greateſt Token 


of his Love, and, at the ſame time to 


ſhew

to the Lord's Supper. I3 
ſhew how great his Hatred to Sin 1s, 
by the Greatneſs of the Puniſhment it 
required, He ſent his own Son to be 
the Propitiation for our Sins; that is, 
to make Satisfaction to his Juſtice; and 
to take off the juſt Diſpleaſure' which 
he had declared againſt Sinners. 

And his Son (Bleſſed for ever be his 
Goodneſs) knowing how dreadfully 
ſad the Condition would be of all 
ſuch, who ſhould live and die under 
the Diſpleaſure of God, and what un- 
conceivable Happineſs they would de- 
prive themſelves of; he therefore, 
moved with Compaſſion for ſo great 
a Calamity, undertook to obtain their 
Pardon. | | 

In order to this, he cloathed himſelf 
with our Fleſh, that, as Man, He might 
fuſfer what our Sns had deſerved ; and, 
as he was the Son of God, he might 
make a full and ſuitable Satisfaction 
to the Divine Juſtice, offering himſelf 
a Sacrifice tor the Sins of the whole 
World : And tor the Joy of delivering 
ſo many Millions of Souls from Mi- 
lery, he endured the Death of the 
S Creſs,

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He might in ſtrict Juſtice have re- 
quired Men to have lived up to the 
aw of Nature and Reaſon given in 
the State of Innocence, on pain of being 
for ever ſeparated from his Preſence : 
But, inſtead of that, He has been gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed to accept of our ſincere 
tho' imperfect Obedience, and of our 
fincere Repentance,, when. we have 
done amiſs, and return to our Duty.

In one Word, we do by this Sacra- 
ment keep up a Saad Correſpond 
ence with our Lord in Heaven; - and 
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old Communion with him, and with 
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all the Members of his Body, which 
receive Nouriſhment and Growth from 


Him, as the Branches from the Tree 
in which they are grafted, and from 
which when they are ſeparated, they 
can bear no Fruit, and are only fit to 
be burned. 

And as every Chriſtian 1s obliged, 
at the Peril of his Soul, to obſerve it, 
ſo the Duty muſt be ſuch, as every one, 
even the moſt unlearned, may under- 
{tand, if it is not his own Fault. 

And ſo indeed it is: For as an T/rael- 
ite, Levit. i. 4. under the Law, being 


obliged to lay his Hand upon the Head

Hoiww a Chriſtian ought to prepare him- 
elf. for this Sacrament. 


S the above Account of this holy 
Ordinance is eaſy to be under- 
ſtood, even by the moſt unlearned 
Chriſtian; ſo the Preparation required 
is ſuch, as will neither puzzle the Un- 
derſtanding, nor burden the Memory, 
nor take up too much of the Time, of 
tnole that are engaged in the moſt ne- 
ceſſary Employments of Life. 

The Church had regard to all her 
Members, when ſhe gave this ſhort and 
plain Direction to ſuch as prepare to go 
to the Lord's PEE : 
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That they examine themſelves, 
Whether they repent them t ruly of 
their former Sins? 


Whether rey ftedfaſily purpoſe to lead 


a new Life? 

Whether they have a lively Paith i in 
God's Mercy through Chri/t ? 

Whether they have a thankful Remem- 


Brance of his Death? And 


Whether they be in Charity with all 
Men? 


Now, foraſmuch as all Chriftians, 


who are capable of examining them- 


ſelves, and their own Conſciences, are 
bound, as they hope for Salvation 
thro' Chriſt, to go to this Sacrament : 
And becauſe young People are often at a 
Loſs how to examine themſelves upon 
theſe ſeveral Heads: Here follow a few 
plain Directions, which they that can 
read, ſhould read with Care; and they 
that cannot, if they have a true Con- 
cern for themſelves, will find ſome good 
Chriſtian, who will be glad to read it 


to them, and do thereby a Work which 


mult be well pleaſing to God,

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VEL — 


The FI RS TH HEAD on which you are 
to examine yourſelf, is concerning 
your REPENTANCE. 


Y what you have already heard 
concerning the Fall of Man, you 
underſtand how all Men became ſub- 
ject and prone to Sin: and you cannot 
but feel it to be ſo by ſad Experience. 
Ve are aſſured alſo, and this by the 
Spirit of God, that without a fincere 
Repentance no Man muſt hope to be 


| fayed. | 


Now by Repentance you are to un- 
derſtand a Man's condemning himſelf, 
for having done any thing diſpleaſing 
to God; either ſuch Things as God 


has forbidden, to keep us from ruining 


& ourſelves; or by omitting ſuch Duties 
as he has commanded, in order to fit 


us for Happineſs when we die. 


So that if either the Fear of God's 


= Diipleaſure, or a Love of Him who 
bas been fo good to you, will weigh 


with you, you will moſt heartily con- 
demun 
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demn yourſelf for every thing you 
have done COM to his Will and 
Command. 

You will allo beg him molt earneſt- 
ly, to forgive you what is paſt; and 
you will promile and reſolve, through 
his Grace and Help, not wilfully to 
offend him again. 

And, laſtly, you will not 8 to 
pray for his Grace every Day of your 
Life; without which your beft Reſo- 
lutions will come to nothing. 

This is Hat Repentance, concerning 
which you are required to examine 
yourſelf, before you go to the Lord's 
Supper.

Moſt People, tis true, are ready to 
own, that they are Sinners, and cry, 
Lord, forgive us; and this too often 
without any great Concern, or Pur— 
poſes of Amendment. 

Put this you will not think ſufficient, 


when you ſeriouſly conſider, that the 
End and Puniſhment of Sin are not to 
be ſcen in this Life.

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It therefore you ſtand in any Fear 
of the Judgment of God, ſet yourſelf 
ierioutly to conſider your paſt Life; ſee 
whether you have not lived, or do not 
now live, in any known Sin, or evil 
Habit : Of Lying, for Example; 
or Fwearing, —or Drinking, or 
; plthy Talking ;— — Of Uncleannehs, 
Of keeping looſe and profane 3 
Of /ollowing unwarrantable Pleaſures 
aud Diverſions, or of leading an idle, 
ujeleſs 55 Jinful Life. 

If this has been your Caſe, reſolve 
to break off all theſe, and all ſuch-like 
cuil Ways, which are diſpleaſing to 
God; condemn yourſelf for having fo 
= cciperately broken the Commands of 

one who cam deflirey both Body and Soul 
in El! ;—Confider the Vows that are 
upon you, and deſpiſe not the 
Goodneſs and Forbearance of God, 
which is deſigned to lead you to Re- 
pentance. 

it you aſk. when you are to begin 
this neceſſary Work (if it is not already 
begun), the Anſwer is ſhort:--The very 
V foment you aſk the Queſtion ; — and 


this, 
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this, becauſe, if you find an Unwill- 
ingneſs in yourſelf to ſet about it now, 
that Unwillingneſs will every Day 
increaſe: Very probably you will never 
repent, unleſs God by his Judgments, 
or by the Sight of Death, ſhews you 
your ſad Error, when it may be too 
late to be of any real Ule to you. 

Now, if theſe Conſiderations affect 
your Heart, as ſure they will, if you 
have any Regard for your Salvation, 
repreſent your Deſires to God in ſome 
{ſuch Words as theſe following:

wer be God, who by his Grace, 
and by the Voice of his Church, 
hath 1 me to Repentance! Diſcover 
to me, O thou Searcher of Hearts, the 
Charge that is againſt me, that I may 
know, and confeſs, and forfake the 
Sins I have fallen into. — Give me 
that true Repentance, to which thou 
haſt promiſed Mercy and Pardon, that 
I may amend where I have done amis, 
and that Iniquity may not be my 
Ruin.

SECT. IV. 


Concerning the Purpoſes you are to 
make of leading a New, that is, a 
CnRISTIAN Lie. 


N the firſt Place, take eſpecial No- 
tice, that God accepts of our Repent- 
ance on this Condition only, that we 
may afterwards glorify him by an holy 
Chriſtian Life. : 

And as he delivered the People of 
I/rael from Bondage, not that they 
might do what was right in their own 
Eyes, but that, becoming an holy Na- 

ion, 
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tion, they might be an Honour to their 
Deliverer,.— Deut. x1v. 2. Even ſo 
Chri/t has redeemed us from the Bond- 
age of Sin and Satan, that he might 
redeem us from this preſent evil World, 
and purity unto himſelf a People zealous 
of gocd Works. 

And as the former periſhed, that is, 
all ſuch as did not anſwer the End of 
their Deliverance, ſo molt ſurely ſhall 
we do, if we do not obey. our Re- 


1 deemer. 

If Your Duty to God, your Nerghbour, 
6 and 27%ur/elf, you have known from a 
13 Child: — Be aſſured of it you will 
iK meet with Temptations from the De- 


vil, the Yorld, and your own corrupt 
Heart, both to negle& and tranſgreſs 
tne Commands of God.

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It will be abſolutely neceſſary there- 
fore, that you arm yourſelf betimes, 
both with hely Reſo/utions, and with 
this Holy Ordinance, which you are pre- 
paring to go to, that you may be able, 
thro the Grace of God, to go on in the

believe in Him, to fear and to love 
lim, with all your Heart and Soul; 
W foraimuch as you ſtand indebted to 
E Him for all you have, or value, or 
hope for, in this or the next Lyfe. 

Do but conſider how you would be- 
have yourſelf, if you were but half ſo 
much obliged to any Man on Earth; 
= — How dearly would you /ve him |! 
low often would you 7hink of 
him! — How would you {ſtrive to 
Pleaſ him How would you be 
& cricved, if you ſhould be ſo unhappy 
as to offend him! — How ſoon and 
earneſtly would you beg his Pardon, 
to be reſtored to his Favour ! 

Now, if you thus love God, it will 
appear in fuch Inſtances as theſe: You 
will have a very great Regard for every 
Tung that belongs to him: — You 
will not uſe his Name to any idle or 
E wicked Purpoſe :—You will religioutly 
oblerve the Day conſecrated to his Ho- 
nour and Service :-— Vou will care- 
fully attend the Houſe and Worſhip of 
God; — And behave yourſelf with

his Word with Attention, and have 2 
great Regara for his Ordinances, and 
tor the Perſons whom he hath appointed 
to adminiſter them.

I will, in the firſt Place, be obe- 
dient to the lawful Commands of my 
Suferiors, and eipecially to thoſe who 
watch for my du.] do fincerely 
purpoſe in all my Dealings to remem- 
ber the Command given me by my 
Saviour, — Thou ſhalt love thy Netgh- 
bour as thyſelf. —= And therefore I 
will make a Conſcience of doing. the 
E 2 / val: 
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leaſt Wrong to any Man; — of uſing 
any Deceit, or Fraud, or Oppreſſion:. 
or of taking Advantage of the Igno- 
rance, Miſtakes, or Neceſſity, of my 
Neighbour ; knowing aſſuredly, that 
he who wrongs his Neighbour, does 
the greateſt Injury to himſelf.— And 
if at any time I am convinced, that! 
have done him any Wrong, I will 
make him Satisfaction, as far as I am 
able, without being forced by Law, 
——To do unto others what I would they 
ſhould do unto me. 

To this End, I will endeavour to 
live peaceably and charitably with all 
People; — avoiding all Malice, and 
Revenge, and Ewvit-ſpeaking, and Con— 
tention, as much as poſſibly I can. — 
And I will ſpeak Truth at all times, 
and eſpecially when I am called to my i 
Oath, whether it be for, or againſt my 
worldly Intereſt. 


As To THE DuTy I owt To Mr- 
SELF—I am convinced, that my
